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Four new businesses beat 
the doom and gloom to 
open at Burscough Wharf 


A RETAIL and arts centre in West Lancashire 
is set to defy the doom and gloom 
surrounding job losses and firms closing 
down because of the coronavirus crisis, by 
announcing the opening of FOUR new 
businesses. 

Burscough Wharf is back open again after 
lockdown and has already attracted several 
local entrepreneurs to open in the centre. 

All the new businesses are in the hospitality 
sector - a part of the economy that has been 
severely hit in the pandemic. 

The first to open will be family-run restaurant 
Hugo’s Cafe Bar, owned by local business pair, 
James and Abigail Smith, which will start 
serving customers for the first time this Friday 
(August 14). 

Also opening later this month is Cactus Ray’s 
Drink and Graze. It is run by Burscough resid- 
ent Elizabeth Jones who will be relocating her 
existing business Cactus Ray’s Cafe & Deli into 
a bigger premises at the Wharf. 

The refurbished premises will offer live enter- 
tainment and provide a ‘friendly, quirky and 
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arty atmosphere’. The third new business to 
open at the Wharf is The Beer Haul, a new 
independent off-licence specialising in craft 
beers and ciders from around the UK and the 
world. 

The shop’s proprietor Andrew Holian per- 
sonally selects all the beers displayed and 
regularly travels throughout Europe to taste 
and bring back beers of the highest quality 
which are not likely to be on sale in local

supermarkets. The fourth is another business 
run by Andrew in the form of a new craft beer 
and cask ale bar called The Thirsty Duck, 
which will open on August 29. 

Andrew’s family are based in Burscough, but 
he himself currently lives in Somerset where 
he operates a bar in Portishead Marina trading 
under the name of The Siren’s Calling. He also 
originally founded the Beer Emporium in the 
centre of Bristol which has recently completed 
its seventh year of trading. Both operations 
were recognised in CAMRA’s Good Beer guide 
at the first time of asking and also feature in 
the 2020 edition. 

All the venues at the Wharf, which lies 
alongside the Leeds-Liverpool Canal, will 
have outdoor seating within the central court- 
yard — a major benefit given the current social 
distancing requirements.

Lorry driver who 
caused deaths of 
teaching assistant 
and pupil is jailed 
for eight years 


A LORRY driver who killed 
a teaching assistant and a 
teenage boy when he 
crashed into a minibus 
while driving using a 
mobile phone on the M58, 
has been jailed for eight 
years and 10 months. 

James Majury, 33, from 
Chorley, was sentenced at 
Preston Crown Court on 
August 7 after pleading 
guilty to two counts of 
causing death by danger- 
ous driving and a further 
five counts of causing seri- 
ous injury by dangerous 
driving. 

On January 8, 2019, he 
drove his 19 tonne Mer- 
cedes HGV into the back of 
teaching assistant Anne 
Kerr’s school minibus at 
50mph - killing her and her 
passenger, Joe Cairns, 14, 
who were travelling to 
Pontville School for stu-

dents with special 
educational needs in Orm- 
skirk. 

The court heard that 
Majury was distracted on 
his phone and reacted just 
half a second before the 
collision, hitting the sta- 
tionary Vauxhall Vivaro 
which contained Anne, 50, 
from Southport and Joe, 
who both died at the scene.

Landmark reforms promise 
to speed up and modernise 
‘outdated’ planning system

THE Government has announced an overhaul of 
the country’s planning system which, they claim, 
will deliver the ‘high-quality, sustainable homes 
communities need’. 

The most significant reforms to housing policy in 
decades was announced by Housing Secretary 
Robert Jenrick last Thursday (August 6). 

Mr Jenrick said the landmark changes will ‘trans- 
form a system that has long been criticised for being 
too sluggish in providing housing for families, key 
workers and young people and too ineffectual in 
obligating developers to properly fund the infra- 
structure - such as schools, roads and GP surgeries - 
to support them’. 

The Government says valued green spaces and 
Green Belt will continue to be protected for future 
generations, with the reforms allowing for more 
building on brownfield land. 

Local community agreement will be at the centre 
of the proposals being put forward in the White 
Paper, Planning for the Future, now published. 

The current planning system, says the Govern- 


ment, has shown itself to 
be unfavourable to small 
businesses. Developers 
will be given new ‘per- 
mission in principle’ 
powers as part of the 
sweeping changes. 

It means housing firms 
that want to build in 
Sefton and West Lan- 
cashire will be granted 
‘automatic’ permission to 
carry out certain devel- 
opments. To help decide what developments should 
be given greater leniency, land will be designated in 
one of three categories: growth, renewal and pro- 
tection. 

Mr Jenrick explained: “We are introducing a sim- 
pler, faster, people-focused system to deliver the 
homes and places we need. Under the new process, 
through democratic local agreement, land will be 
designated in one of three categories: for growth, 
for renewal or for protection. 

“Land designated for growth will empower devel- 
opment - new homes, hospitals, schools, shops and 
offices will be allowed automatically. People can get

going. Renewal areas will enable much quicker 
development with a ‘permission in principle’ 
approach to balance speed while ensuring appro- 
priate checks are carried out. 

“And protected land will be just that - our Green 
Belt, Areas of Outstanding Natural Beauty and rich 
heritage — will be protected. 

“These reforms will create thousands of new jobs, 
from bricklayers to architects. We are cutting red 
tape, but not standards.” 

However, the new planning reforms have led to 
concerns they could lead to bad-quality housing 
and loss of local control over development. 

Labour leader Keir Starmer said: “This is a 
developers’ charter, frankly, taking councils and 
communities out of it. 

“And on affordable housing, which is the critical 
issue, it says nothing. In fact it removes the initiat- 
ives that were there for affordable housing." 

James Jamieson, Chairman of the Local Govern- 
ment Association, also voiced concerns. He said: 
“Any loss of local control over developments would 
be a concern. It would deprive communities of the 
ability to define the area they live in and know best 
and risk giving developers the freedom to ride 
roughshod over local areas.” 
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The reforms will mean: 


@ Local communities will be consulted from the 
very beginning of the planning process. By har- 
nessing the latest technology through online maps 
and data, the whole system will be made more 
accessible 

@ Valued green spaces will be protected for future 
generations by allowing for more building on 
brownfield land and all new streets to be tree lined 

@ Much-needed homes will be built quicker by 
ensuring local housing plans are developed and 
agreed in 30 months - down from the current 7 
years 

@ Every area to have a local plan in place - cur- 
rently only 50% of local areas has a plan to build 
more homes 

@ The planning process to be overhauled and 
replaced with a clearer, rules based system. Cur- 
rently around a third of planning cases that go to 
appeal are overturned at appeal 

@ Anew simpler national levy to replace the cur- 
rent system of developer contributions which 
often causes delay 

@ The creation of a fast-track system for beautiful 
buildings and establishing local design guidance 
for developers to build and preserve beautiful 
communities 

@ All new homes to be carbon neutral by 2050, 
with no new homes delivered under the new sys- 
tem needed to be retrofitted.

Five others; the driver of the 
mini bus and three teenage pas- 
sengers, as well as the driver of a 
Ford Transit van, all suffered 
multiple serious injuries in the 
seven-car collision which 
happened on the M58 close to 
junction 3 at Bickerstaffe. 

Mobile phone records showed 
that Majury had been looking at 
Facebook and fantasy game 
Hustle Castle, in the moments 
before the collision, which 
happened around 8.45am. 
Records also show views on the 
SkySports app and a series of 
text messages being sent and 
received throughout the journey. 
He received the last text message 
at 8.4lam, from his mother, 
which he admitted to looking 
down, away from the road, to 
view. 

He said it was then, when he 
looked back up, that he dis- 
covered he was within 12 metres 
away from the minibus, which 
was stationary in a queue of 
traffic. He said he attempted to 
brake but was unable to avoid 
the collision. 

Anne, from Southport accom- 
panied Joe on his journey to 
school each morning. In a trib- 
ute, her husband Simon, said: 
“During Anne’s working day we 
would keep in regular contact 
with text messages and when I 
didn’t hear back from her on 
that morning, I knew in the back 
of my mind that something was 
wrong. We shared that connec- 
tion that people who love each 
other have, call it instinct or 
something, it’s hard to explain. 
But I just knew something was 
very wrong. 

“Anne was my rock. The empti- 
ness I, and our two sons, feel 
around the house is overwhelm- 
ing. All our plans for the future 
and our retirement were taken

away on that cold January morn- 
ing on the M58. I wake some 
nights and it takes me a few 
seconds to realise why Anne is a 
not lying next to me, in those 
seconds I hope that her death 
was just a nightmare. She was a 
young 50 and in good health, she 
should have had many years 
ahead of her.” 

In a tribute, Joe’s mum Steph 
said: “Joe really liked going to 
school with Anne. Every day he 
liked to take with him a pug 
teddy and his big red blanket and 
sit on the back seat. I always used 
to stand and wave him off and 
tell him I loved him.

“I miss my little boy every 
minute of every day. I feel useless 
now he’s not here any more 
because he was my world. I 
always thought he needed me 
because of his special needs but 
it turned out I needed him way 
more. 

“It’s ripped me apart and the 
only thing that keeps me going 
are my three other beautiful chil- 


dren. I cry every day thinking 
about Joe. He’s constantly on my 
mind, I miss his humour and his 
company. I think about him 
laughing because it was so infec- 
tious and made me smile, he 
made everybody smile. He was 
our hero.” 

Inspector Claire Pearson from 
Lancashire Road Policing Unit 
said: “I felt quite strongly that 
there was significant evidence 
that showed a pattern of beha- 
viour which saw Majury use his 
phone from the start of the jour- 
ney up to the point of collision 
that I find completely unaccept- 
able. 

In my mind there's no question 
that driving a 19 tonne HGV at 
56 miles an hour, whilst not fully 
concentrating on what's happen- 
ing in front of you, is extremely 
dangerous. He didn’t set out that 
morning to kill anyone but due 
to his recklessness that is sadly 
what has happened. 

‘Joe and Anne’s families can't 
bring their loved ones back but 
what they have asked is that 
people listen to what has 
happened here and learn that it 
is never safe to use a phone 
whilst you're driving. So, if you 
are ever tempted to check your 
phone while driving, even for a 
second, think of Joe and Anne, 
and don’t do it. Just one glance 
can mean the loss of a life.” 

Majury was given a sentence of 
eight years and 10 months for 
the death by dangerous driving 
offences and two years and eight 
months for the causing serious 
injury offences, to run concur- 
rently.

CHIEFS at Lancashire County Council are recruit- 
ing people to help with their Covid-19 test and 
trace programme. 

They are looking for ‘community swabbers’ to 
carry out the tests and for Community Testing 
Support officers to log the results and to carry out 
admin functions. 

These will be paid positions and the work will 
take place at test sites across the county. 

Successful applicants will get full training and 
as they will come into contact with people dis- 
playing Covid-19 symptoms, full personal 
protective equipment will be provided. 

County Councillor Shaun Turner, cabinet mem- 
ber for health and wellbeing, said: “We need to 
recruit around 150 people as quickly as possible 
so that we can continue to offer testing around 
the county. 


“If we don't have enough people to do this, 
some sites may have to close so it’s vital that as 
many people as possible come forward. 

“These are temporary, but paid positions. You'll 
be given all the training you need as well as PPE 
to ensure you are safe while carrying out this vital 
frontline work. We’re looking for people who 
have the skills to do this work in a community 
test site. If you're interested, visit our website to 
find out more.” 

The community swabbers will need to correctly 
and safely administer nasal or throat swab tests. 
Testing Support Officers will need to be able to 
use Microsoft Excel. Applicants will need to be 
able to get to the test sites and be aware of the 
current Covid-19 government guidelines.

One of the main reasons is recent rises 
in coronavirus cases in other parts of 
Lancashire and the north. 

A statement read: “After further dis- 
cussions with the police, and with cases 
increasing in other parts of Lancashire 
and extra restrictions being brought in

Manchester and parts of Yorkshire, we 
have agreed with the club these plans 
cannot continue.” 

Councillor David Evans, whose Cab- 
inet responsibilities include MotorFest, 
said: “We know how many of you really 
like the Ormskirk MotorFest and we 
have tried to come up with a plan to 
have an event this year. Unfortunately

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Residents group voice concern 
over virus spread as thousands 
of students set for return to uni

AN ORMSKIRK residents group has voiced 
concern over a potential rise in local coronavirus 
cases as thousands of students prepare to return 
to Edge Hill University next month. 

New Ormskirk Residents Group (NORG) is wor- 
ried about the start of the new university term, 
which is due to start on Monday, September 28, and 
how it could lead to the potential spread of the virus 
in the local community. 

The group’s chair, Rosemary Ivory, believes it 
could lead to an increase of local infection rates, 
particularly as the students mix in halls of resid- 
ence, on campus and when travelling into Ormskirk 
town centre. 

She said: “Several parts of the north west, areas 
from which Edge Hill’s students are drawn, are at 
present experiencing Covid infection rises. 

“Campuses cannot be hermetically sealed and stu- 
dents in the town are living alongside permanent 
residents, sharing amenities within small student 
groups and with the wider community - cafes, bars, 
shops — even pavement space. 

“In a few weeks’ time thousands of new and exist- 
ing students will be criss-crossing the country to 
access those universities which plan to resume face- 
to-face teaching.” 


Risks 


Rosemary continued: “Such a movement is not 
without risks as acknowledged in recent govern- 
ment SAGE documents and by the Covid 19 
infection increase as a result of travel to holiday des- 
tinations. 

“According to website information, Edge Hill Uni- 
versity is resuming face-to-face teaching, meaning 
that many students will not only be resident on cam- 
pus but also in the town’s HMOs (Houses of Multiple

Occupancy) and purpose built accommodation. 

“Recently, the Vice-Chancellors’ Group, UK Uni- 
versities, denied that financial concerns were being 
put before safety at any university and categorically 
stated that ‘ensuring the health and safety of staff, 
students and the wider community is and always 
will be paramount to every UK university’. 

“NORG certainly hopes that this is the case, not 
only by the university authorities but by the bor- 
ough’s Director of Public Health, or equivalent 
officer. 

“Let us hope that with strict guidelines, to which 
everyone adheres, Ormskirk will be a safe place this 
coming autumn.” 

A post on Edge Hill’s website states: “In prepara- 
tion, we are taking all the necessary steps to 
implement social distancing measures in all our 
buildings, we have increased hygiene regimes, and 
are adhering to all official guidance on PPE. 

“We will continue to communicate directly with 
all of our Edge Hill community — students, col- 
leagues, applicants, alumni and partners — over the 
coming weeks to provide further information on our 
plans to reopen the campus safely.” 
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Report reveals improvements made 
to SEND services across Lancashire 


A NEW report has revealed 
significant improvements 
have been made to Special 
Educational Needs and 
Disability (SEND) services 
across Lancashire. 

Lancashire County Council 
and health services within 
Lancashire have been recog- 
nised by Ofsted and Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
inspectors for the progress 
their partnership has made in 
improving and delivering out- 
comes for children and young 
people with SEND. 

An inspection of Lancashire 
SEND services, which took 
place in 2017, found that 
there were 12 areas of signi- 
ficant concern in the services 
provided for children and 
young people. 

At the revisit in March this 


year, inspectors identified 
seven of these areas as having 
sufficiently improved, and 
although there have been 
improvements in the remain- 
ing five areas, further 
ongoing work is required. 

Lancashire County Council's 
cabinet member for children, 
young people and schools, 
County Councillor Phillippa 
Williamson, said: “I am so 
pleased that the formal feed- 
back we have received 
acknowledges the transform- 
ation that has been made 
overall to our services for 
children and young people 
with SEND. 

“Whilst the report shows 
the huge progress that has 
been made, there is still work 
to be done. We will not rest 
on our laurels, and we are 


committed to getting this 
right. 

“The needs of children and 
young people are at the heart 
of what we do, and with this 
firmly in mind we will con- 
tinue our work on the 
remaining five areas to 
ensure we achieve the pro- 
gress we need.” 

In the 2017 report, it was 
stated that “parents had lost 
trust” but the latest report 
shows that work has gone 
into ensuring parents have 
been able to contribute 
towards an improvement 
plan and now feel “valued, 
trusted and equal partners in 
driving improvements.”

But authority warns that pandemic will have a 
‘significant impact’ on finances for years to come 


LANCASHIRE County Council will not need to 
implement an ‘emergency budget’ this 
financial year despite the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

At a meeting of its Cabinet on Thursday, August 
6, members heard that the effects of the crisis 
would have a significant impact on the finances of 
the council this year and forthcoming years. 

However, given available reserves and currently 
lower levels of demand for a number of services 
due to lockdown and social distancing measures, 
the authority will not need an emergency 
budget. 

Going forward, members were warned estim- 
ated ongoing financial pressures suggested that 
without significant high level intervention, pos- 
sibly from the proposed Comprehensive Spending 
Review in the autumn, action would be needed to 
reduce net expenditure to meet potential funding 
gap for 2021/22 and beyond. 

Revised forecast funding gaps of £44.555m, 
£54.325m and £71.703m for the three years from 
2021 represent a cumulative funding gap of 
£170.583m, which is an increase of £105.092m 
from the cumulative funding gap of £65.491m 
last reported to members. 

Based on this forecast there are sufficient 
reserves to support the revenue budgets for 
2021/22 and 2022/23, which allows time for the 
necessary actions to be taken in a planned way to 
address the financial gap.

The council will also 
look to maximise effi- 
ciencies across services 
and commence work to identify potential savings 
should a poor settlement arise. 

Councillor Geoff Driver, leader of Lancashire 
County Council, said: “Thanks to good financial 
management Lancashire County Council is in a 
much better position than some other local 
authorities. 

“The work we have done over the past three 
years to put the council on a stable financial foot- 
ing means we are in a good place to deal with the 
financial impact of the coronavirus crisis. 

“We are hopeful that the proposed Comprehens- 
ive Spending Review in the autumn will also 
reflect the extra financial burden which local 
authorities have been placed under, and will con- 
tinue to lobby Government to ensure a fair 
settlement. 

“As always our priority remains ensuring we 
provide the best services possible, especially for 
our vulnerable residents. The past five months 
have shown just how essential our services are to 
people.”

A COUNTY councillor from 
Skelmersdale wants to reduce 
the “five week waiting time” 
for applications to Universal 
Credit to help those losing 
their job during the pandemic.

Allowance of any other borough 
in Lancashire. 

Cllr Gibson said: “The claimant 
count in West Lancashire still 
stands at 5.5%. Figures available 
also show that West Lancashire 
had the largest increase in 
applicants for Job Seekers Allow- 
ance (56%) in May 2020 across 
the whole of the county. 

“As Job Seekers Allowance con- 
tinues to be replaced by 
Universal Credit we will see a lot 
of people who are first time 
unemployed suddenly realising 
they will get nothing for five 
weeks. 


“We have seen the start of the 
relaxation of the furlough 
scheme and already we are hear- 
ing predictions that this may 
lead to some employers having 
to lay off staff. Workers who 
have required support from the 
job retention scheme and self- 
employed income support 
scheme are most likely to face 
unemployment risks in the 
months ahead. 

“I would call on the govern- 
ment to extend the furlough 
scheme but where people are 
made redundant they should 
have the safety and security of 
knowing they will not have to 
wait 5 weeks for a universal 
credit payment. 

“Many news reports we see are 
talking of a post-Covid recession, 
we need to be prepared and 
ready to help people at risk of 
falling into debt, many of whom 
will be facing unemployment for 
the first time.”

Everyone should overcome 
arachnophobia. Spiders are our 
guardians. Without them we’d be 
overrun by cockroaches, flies, and 
the real villains, mosquitoes. 

Few people die from a spider 
bite. If they do it’s usually due to 
an allergic reaction, so never kill 
spiders. 

But Mr Eaton made a serious 
mistake. ALWAYS keep your face 
away from tarantulas. The only 
danger a tarantula poses to a per- 
son is from its hairs. 

If they get in your eyes they will 
turn your eyeballs into permanent 
pincushions. The hairs are big 
enough to stab but too small ever 
to be removed. They don’t biode- 
grade so you’re stuck with 
constantly painful eyeballs for the 
rest of your life. 

Hair is the tarantula’s main 
defence mechanism. No spider has 
a voice box so it can’t bark, growl 
or hiss to warn you off. The only 
way a tarantula can make a noise 
is to shimmy which makes its stiff 
hairs rattle. Some shake loose 
becoming miniature javelins. 

Animals who coexist with 
tarantulas know their eyesight is 
at risk. Now you know this too.

Just call it ‘the structure’ 


I would like to proffer ‘CM’ a medicament to ease the confu- 
sion regarding a correct description of the structure on 
Wheatsheaf Walk. 

Unlike CM, I find that my thirst for a nomenclature inquiry is 
rarely quenched by reference to a simple dictionary defini- 
tion. 

I prefer a more scholarly approach that considers a host of 
other contextual etymological factors associated with the 
nature of the structure. Such as age, geography, proximal cul- 
ture, original purpose, current use, and whether the structure 
has enough of an architectural purity that lends itself to con- 
clusive categorisation.

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Childcare support to continue 
despite pandemic struggles

WEST Lancashire families who 
benefit from government 
funded childcare support have 
been given a boost after the 
government said they would 
not lose out due to COVID-19. 
Working parents or carers, who 
are eligible for Tax-Free Childcare 
or 30 Hours Free Childcare but 
have temporarily fallen below the 
minimum income requirement as 
aresult of the pandemic, will con- 
tinue to receive financial support 


until October 31. Critical workers 
who may exceed the income 
threshold for the 2020-21 tax 
year, as a result of working more 
to play a vital role in tackling the 
coronavirus pandemic, will con- 
tinue to receive support this tax 
year. 

Through Tax-Free Childcare, 
delivered by HMRC, families will 
receive a £2 government top-up 
for every £8 they pay into their 
child’s account, up to the value of 
£2,000 per child, or £4,000 per 
disabled child in financial sup- 
port. The money can be used 
towards the cost of qualifying 


childcare for a child up to the age 
of 11 or 17 for a disabled child. 

HMRC’s Deputy Chief Executive 
and Second Permanent Secretary, 
Angela MacDonald, said: “We 
want to make sure families will 
not be adversely affected by any 
abrupt change in circumstances, 
which is why we have extended 
available support through Tax- 
Free Childcare to give families 
that extra boost.” 

To continue receiving the finan- 
cial support for Tax-Free Childcare 
and 30 Hours Free Childcare, par- 
ents need to reconfirm their 
eligibility every three months.

EVERY so often when I’m flicking through 
channels Pll end up watching a few minutes of 
lockdown football - and, sorry, footy fans, but 
I’m still finding the piped cheering a bit weird. 

Yes, I know it’s supposed to bring back a bit of the 
buzz of big stadiums pre-lockdown, but I still think 
there’s something palpably odd about your ears 
being bombarded by the roar of thousands of chant- 
ing fans, but the visuals being of sorry-looking seats 
covered up to prevent the spread of infection. 

At least with F1, all the noise is delivered by the 
shriek of a turbo-charged V6s — and I'd argue that as 
cars provide their own soundtrack, motoring events 
work better that football matches with the spectat- 
ors removed. 

Certainly, that’s what I hope is going to work for 
two very different events on the horizon — the 24 
Hours of Le Mans, and our very own Ormskirk 
MotorFest. 

Both have decided in the past week to opt for a 
closed-behind-doors format, with the aim of curtail- 
ing COVID-19 infections this year and refocusing 
their energy on coming back fighting in 2021. As 
soon as it became obvious that having 15,000 car 
and bike fans congregate outside Coronation Park 
wasn’t a smart idea the chaps at Aintree Circuit Club 


came up with the idea of taking the event on tour 
instead — rather than you going to see the event, 
they’d bring all those old Maseratis, Lotus Elans and 
TVRs to you, on one big drive around Lancashire. 

Sadly, the rise in cases in other parts of Lancashire 
lately has put paid to that idea, so last Thursday this 
bold new plan was ruled out. 

So like Le Mans, which is having its first spectator- 
free race in its 97-year history, it’s now going behind 
closed doors. 

The new event is an invite-only bash based down 
the road at Aintree, but with everything streamed 
on social media. 

You might not be able to get up close to all these 
old cars and have eardrums bashed by the stock cars 
as they battle their way around Ormskirk’s one-way 
system, but you'll be able to enjoy Ferraris and 
Astons being taken around Aintree’s historic circuit 
— home of Sir Stirling Moss’ first British Grand Prix 
win, don’t forget — online instead. 

Personally, I think it’s the right move. I’ve spoken 
to dozens of event organisers across the country, 
and while they’re taking very different approaches 
to bringing cars out in these strange times, the one 
thing that unites them is that nobody wants to be 
behind a spike in new cases. 

If Aintree Circuit Club and West Lancs Borough 
Council don’t feel it’s safe, then I completely under- 
stand their decision to postpone their public day of 
petrol-head fun until next year. 

Until then, Pm looking forward to watching - 
rather than wandering around — this year’s Motor- 
Fest instead. 

Let’s hope they bring some noisy cars and bikes to 
make up for the spectators...
